The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a photonic device comprising a dielectric medium which substantially completely reflects 
electromagnetic radiation over a range of frequencies being greater than about 1% of 
the resonance frequency in combination with the rest of claim 1 for the totality of 
reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 2/2/06. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a method of designing a photonic reflector including selecting a dimension related to 
said index contrast that is introduced so that the material has a scattering strength 
thereby causing it to be substantially completely reflective over a range of frequencies, 
said range being greater than about 1% of the resonance frequency in combination with 
the rest of claim 23 for the totality of reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section 
filed 2/2/06. 
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It is noted that the claim 23 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim.
